Complainant sworo that ho was in the

minutes past one o'clock in the moruing; 
tluit ho had the pocket-btjok in his outsido 
puckft; that IjuriiB ami aiiotluT muu took 
hiiu into another room luul took otT his 
boots; witiiuMS would not stop and went 
uulbido, wht'U ho missed hiw jMwket-hook; 
bo wont to the door and they wonld not 
lot him in; at o'clock tho next morn- 
^ ing witness rctuirued to tho barroom and 
" 11 iiiiin who was boliiiid tho bur gave him 
Uvo receipts that were in his pocliet-book 
UJul wliioli the man said he had piokod uj) 
ou tho Hour h'! (.pciiod t hi- door tlial 

jiiDrniiiy; Mr-i. liurus wile of the pri.sou- 
er, then struck witness in tlio face ^Tith 
her list; witness acknowledged having 
iuvited a unmbor of persoii.s to take a 
drink and having nnt down 25 oeats say- 
ing all his other money was in paper; im- 
jiiediately upon saying this ho was taken 
into the other room and rcliuved' of his 
money. 

Archaulius Jordan tcslilied that ho was 
osleop in the lioyal City Jlotel ou tho 
night in (question and was awak(>ned by 
the prisoner, who said a friond of his was 
drunk and be wonted to put him to sleep 
ia witness* room. Complainant was 
brou}.;ht in and whilb in tho looiu said ho 
bad been robbed of his pocket-book by 
JSIrs. Burns; she laughed and then pro- 
duced tho book, which prosecutor opened 
^and pulled some papers from it; Eurns 
»aid, "what have you got there? lot mo 
.flee." BuriratQok the pocket-bopk and 
went to the barroom^ the prosecutor said, 
' 'I've lost SSO." Prosecutor was incapa- 
ble of taking care of himself; when wit- 
ness lefttlio bedroom pro^eciiltir had the 
pocket-book in his hand ; tlio paper wit- 
ness saw in Burns' baud looked like a re- 
ceipt; don't know how Mr. Burns camo 
in possession of the pocket book. 

J. W. Griffiths deposed having paid 
Johns clOO on Tuesday last— -SBO lu notes 
a.nil S20 in silver. 

Wm. Williams said he saw tlioprosecu- 
tor at Thistle's Saloon between 2 and 
o'clock on Thursday morning, when ho 
told witness he ba<l been robbed; went 
fvith him to the Boyal City Saloon and a 
woujon came to the door and Johns said 
she had robbed him. 

Officer Sullivan deposed to having met 
tho complainant on tho morning in iiuoa- 
tiou ami gone with him and last witness 
to tho Koyal City, where tho woman de- 
nied having taken his moni;y. 

E. Kitson swore that complainant came 
' into the Eojal City Saloon at 1» or 10 
o'clock in theeveningaud called four per- 
sons up to take a drink, also tlio bar-keep- 
or, and he paid 25 cents, saying that wua 
all the money ho had;.tliat was just as he 
cjimoin; these were the first drinks he 
bad there; Johns was pretty drunk when 
lie camo in; witness left about 11 y, or 12 
o'clock that night; 2 or 3 persons came in 
iiud stood treat while witness was there; 
witness left Johns in the Royal City when 
he left. 

Mr. Davie addressed the Court on the 
evidL'UCO, claiiuing that tile icisoner was 
entitled to discharge, it having been olear- 
ly shown that Johns was drunk, und that 
bo must have lost his pocket-book olso- 
■wliere, while the receipts foimd the next 
morning were not in tho pocket-book at all. 

Tho Magistrate thought there were 
strong grounds foi iMmmilling tho pri- 
suuor for trial. Johns, although drunk 
and entitled to little Hviniiatliy, told a 
straightforward story, and the evidence of 
Jordan was very strong. How did Mrs. 
Burns come in possession of the pocket- 
book ? and why did Buru'~ take it into an 
(jti;^;.- room and remove some papers from 
it? Tiiese were questiiins for a jury to 
iiinwer. His H(Uior also remarked upon 
tho oxtraordiuury ease with which Btran- 
gors like Burns, about whom nothing was 
Icuown, had lately obtained licenses in 
this city; complaints of men having been 
lobbed in those houses wore frequentand 
when the police made inquirios tho wit- 
nesses were spirited away. The prisoner 
was conimilti'il for trial, the Magistrate 
intimating that he would accept liail iu 
$500 and the prisoner's personal security 
in $50 for bis appearance at the assizes.

'Woodcock pa. The North West Com- 
mercial Company— For the plaintiff, Mr. 
Kobertson. Mr. McCreight appealed for 
the dofoudants. 

In this case, which ocoupiod tiie atten- 
tion of the Court 1 days, the jilaiiitilV 
sought to recover from the defoiulanls a 
certain sum for goods supplied to the 
company, the chief points at issue being 
the difforonco between the wholesale 
priooa of Victoria, ond the retail ones rul- 
ing at InvornoBS, formerly known us 
Woodcock's Landing; and also an item of 
S180 claimed by iilaiutiff as freight on tho 
goods sold by Nelson. It appeared iu 
Gvidonco that tho company having pur- 
chased tho entire promises and land ou 
which tlio plaintiff's store was erected, an 
ugreemont was entered into for the pur- 
chase of two-thirds of tho stock in the 
store, the amount to be taken not to e.x.- 
CQod S3000, to which tho comi)any, Uriah 
Nelson and Woodcock, as it was claimed, 
were assenting iiartiea. Woodcock was 
indebted to NolsoUj and tho amount of 
tho goods which might he soloctcd was to 
go to bis credit on account. On behalf of 
defendants it was contended that rather 
than have one-third of the goods thrown 
on plaintifT's hands his i. c (Woodcock's) 
clerk requested dofeudauls to let all the 
goods remain on tho shelves and allow 
credit for whatever might be sold, the ul- 
timate amount credited depondiiig on 
sales. Tho plaintiff, however, pleaded 
that all tho goods so claimed to bavo heon 
loft on sale or return had been finally ac- 
cepted ou tho day of Col. Lane's arrival 
at Inverness, and ho rejiudiated any re- 
sponsibility for the terms or prices of tho 
written contract which had only been 
signed by Nelson, he being ijroseut but 
taking no part in it, and he subsequently 
agreed on an account with Liano, show- 
ing a balance in his fav(u- of S'VW in Au- 
gust but raised this claim toSDOt! in Octo- 
ber. To this defendants domurrod and 
paid 8305 into C'ourt, claiming that oven 
this was not due, but was |)!iid because 
Lano had given Woodcoock iiu account 
crediting him this amount. 

Tho plaintiff and Nelson liaving been 
examined ou Tutsday and Wednesday tho 
president of tho company. Mi . Neill, was 
ou Thursday called upon to give evidence. 
Ho lestiliod that ho made uo siiecial ar- 
rangomonts with Woodcock about tho 
terms, considering Nolson who held a 
mortgage over the stock and sold with 
Woodcock's consent, was the real ])rinci 
pul in the matter. Nothing was sai.i 
about freight or other cdiarges. Ho s dd 
Wuoiloock had seen tho prices tho gnods 
here oatcnul at iu the com[)any's books in 
Juno, and raised no objection, and did 
not do so until October, when (the defen- 
dant alleged) he added a heavy percen- 
tage to his claim. The witness hero pro- 
cycd^d to state that tho inventory of the 
goods taken over by the company, which 
had boon made out by Clark and 'ruiiuiint, 
clerks to the Company luul Woodcock, 
had been taken away by Cal. Lane, the 
then acting superintoudont, or in soma. 
wnj di8i)0betl of, although the essential 
dooumeut for any sottlomenl, aud was not 
forthcoming till now produced m Court, 
lie also stated that tho b.iok now jiroduc- 
ed rolating to tho trauHaetion was luauii- 
fftcturod iu his absence for tho purpose of 
this claim— -being neither blotter, journal 
nor lodger, and many of tho entries in it 
did not appear ia ths company's regular 
books. Ho had given instraotions when 
at Inverness to reject tho gooils not ai>- 
provod of and lay them aside, hut L.ine 
luul disobeyoil these instructions. I'lic 
gooJa wore not really t ikeu over by the 
cHimpauy but hold ou s:ilo or return at 
the request of Woodcock's clerk, who ict 
od for plointiff oud Nelson. Tho reject- 
ed list of goods remaining ou baud 
amounted on 4th October to JgUill, wait- 
ing orders for delivery. Evidence was 
ofTorod to show tho (tnimus of Lano against 
the company iu the course he hail pnr- 
Buyd;but it was ruled outas i nad niisn.il jle, 
in tho present case His Lordship suggest- 
ing that he bo attacked directly by the 
company. 

Mr. JlcCreigbt (counsel for tlie com- 
pany) then addressed the Court. 'Mv. 
U(jbort90Q replied and the Judge yester- 
day rendered the following jiulKuieu! : 

'I'bis was an action in which the plaiu- 
tifl sued the defendants ou the ordinary 
indebitatus counts and claimed $1000. 

Tho defendants pleaded "tiovor iudobt- 
od" and payment of 3'i05 into C^nrt in 
full satisfaction of the claim, on which 
isBUO was joined. The trial hus occupie'd 
several days. I have considered the evi 
dence aud authorities produced with 
more thau ordinary care, owing partly U> 
tho peculiar relative positions of tho par- 
ties and of the relations which have exist- 
ed botwoen thom. First, as t(j the cini- 
tract butweon Uriah Nelson aiul N'eill on 
behalf of tho North Western Comiuercial 
Company of 9lh March, bS7(l, but ilalud 
Glh March, 1870. Idon'lthink there is 
sufficient evidence to tlx Woodcock eiiher 
with direct or oonatractive knowledge of 
that contract. His evidence on that [xaiil 
is positive and direct. Neill's was guard- 
ed aiul indistinct, although that geiitlc- 
ir.nn gave all his evidence well. Xels(jn 
(jf course know of it in all its detail.i, but 
noil cuii,<i/<i/ that he commuDicated it to 
Woodcock, especially ie his then frapie of 
mind. The goods were Woodcock's and 
Neill must ho considorod to have known 
it, as he was cognizant of tho mortgage, 
in which no default had lji;en made. .Nel- 
son had no legal power over Ihetu until 
ihifault in the payment of Woodcock's 
notes to him, and ho hiul no right to sell 
Woodcock's goods without his eoiiHont. 
Perhaps that was why Nelion would not 
sign tho agreement of 6th March, 1S7(1, 
until tho 0th March, when Woodcock 
agreed to deliver the goods. I liiid that 
Woodcock was cogni/.aut that he had 
agreed to sell §3,000 worth of his goods 
on Nelson's account, and (iu dimiuuLiou 
of his indobtodnebs to Nelson) to tbo 
North Western Oommeroial Company at 
invoice prices. Those invoice prices were 
at InvoruosH. Lano, auJ tben-fore the 
company, took tho §;iOl)() viorth of Woisl- 
cock'ii gooiis on 19th .-Viiril, 1870. Pro- 
bably by iiiistako ho took ovoy more thau 
the SliOOO worth of Woodeook'a goods on 
lOlli April, 187G. Tbo solootion, so far as 
Woodcock is concerned, must be taken to 
have occurred then. Whore no tune is 
moiitioned in a oontraot,lho law pr'.^siimes 
a reasonable tinio to bo inteudod. It 
would not he a roisouiiblo tinio, aud it is 
therefore too late for Mr. Nedl or his 
company to select and reject these goods 
now. Tlioro ia a h.ilanoe of conlli(Uing 
testimony as to this excess of goods taken 
frnm Woodcook over the SliOlM) worth, 
which I cannot solvo with the evidouco 
beforo mo. I can theroforo only give a 
qiutnttum talaat, This exceai oloArly did 



not consist of first class goods. Siibslau 
tial justice wiii bo done if I allow for 
these at the saiuo rate as W^oodcock was 
willing to sell the preferred or selected 
S3000 worth of goods; namely, at Vicioria 
instead of Inverness prices, with freight 
and charges from Victoria added. Bit 
per cent, for freight ond charges from 
Victoria to Inverness oppoars lurge; but, 
per contra, Neill was practicalh- buying a 
monopoly of the trade there. Under the 
cir<!uin8tauco8 of those particular goods G 
per cent, would not be an unfair allow- 
ance. Out of the Bill of Particulars 1 
disallow;

1 allow all tho other items, and in ad- 
dition 1 allow fri^ight and charges ou 3280 
worth of ggods iit per cent., -SIG 80. De- 
ducting tills friun sum disallowed, SI 17 5'2, 
the total (loduclion for disallowance will 
be §100 72. Tho verdict will bo accord- 
ingly for §190 20 for plaintiff in excess of 
the amount paid into Court. 

I cannot deliver my judgment without 
romanling ou the imperfect iiud unsatis- 
factory niodo iu which the account of 
Woodcock has lieoti kejit in tho bofiks of 
the Company at or about the dates of the 
trausacthms with Woodcock, and am at a 
loss to know why it should not have been 
entered \)v. and Cr. in a complete form 
in the usual businoss-liko way in their 
day-boo!i, ledger and other books, with 
the respective ilatcs against tho several 
items. 1 1 ha-i iilaccil the defendants in 
an enibarr.is^iug aud disiulvantageous 
position and rendered necessary a refer- 
ence to the Court. But for this X do not 
see that the present plaintiff is respousi- 
blo.

An Examiantion 6f Building' Stones. 

EuiToii Coi.dN'lsr: — Having lie.ird uiiich 
of Leathers' Artilicial Stone, \ wished for 
my own satisfaction to submit it to a lost 
which has boforo beou applied to build- 
ing stones. The action of this test is au 
imitation of freezing water, and tbe [iro- 
C0S3 is conducted as follows: Obtain a 
boiling paturiited solulion of a iiculral 
cryFiali/.ablo sill, (^siilpimte of soihi <-.;is 
usod iu this instance. ) Immerso the sjui- 
ciineiis of stouo in it for about half au 
hour, thou bang thom up in a drv atmos- 
phere. In a short time they will be cover- 
ed with an iufloresceuce of white crystals. 
These crystals while forming, exert a force 
aualagous to that of frjje/.iug or erystaliz- 
izing of water, 

A siiccimen ef artificial stone alledged 
to have boon iiiaile in lliis city si.x ilays 
previously was procure,!, togotliir with 
two apocimeus of ualivo froestouo, and 
submitted to tbe above process, with the, 
following results: 

One of tho niitivo slonos bocamo much 
disintegrated and could bo easily crushed 
between the Ihigors, tho other 'remained 
hard to tho touch but could bo splintered 
with a knife; the artificial stone stood the 
tost well aud retained its hardness per- 
foctly, the angles being sharp and well 
defined as prenous to immor.sion. 

Tho ex])eriiiiont will bo more comijlete 
if after a few diiys drying, the specimens 
are brushed shiirplv witn a hard liriish.
